LONDON, Oct. 26.— 
Dante’s Inferno had little or 
nothing on the scenes around 
Catania during the days the 
Allied troops were storming 
the Sicilian stronghold, ac- 
cording to Sub-Lieutenant R. 
L. “Dick” Gordon, R.C.N. 
V.R.. of Edmonton, Alberta 
who has just returned to Lon- 
don, after having served in 
landing craft in the Mediter- 
ranean since last November. 

Sub-Lieutenant Gordon offers a 
vivid description of the panorama 
of destruction as he witnessed it 
from the hills around Augusta., 

“I don't think Hell could offer 
anything more violent than the

Since the inception of the sol- 
diers’ dependents’ allowance fund 
in January, 1942, and to July 31, 
1943, approximately $1,300,000 has 
been paid by the trustees of the 
fund to dependents of men in the 
armed services as supplementary 
grants, Jack Pembroke, Ottawa, 
assistant deputy minister of pen- 
sions and national health, stated 
in an interview here Tuesday. 

He said that in this period 71,000 
applications had been received for 
assistance under the plan, with a 


| substantial majority of the appli- 
j cants 


needing assistance through 
sickness in the family. 

The dependents’ allowance is paid 
to dependents of all ranks under 
the rank of warrant officer. first 
class, Who are in receipt of deped- 
ents’ allowance, and who can satisfy 
the board of trustees of the need 
of assistance. Every application for 
assistance is checked by inspectors, 
he said. This is a pre-requisite to 
the granting of assistance. 

He said that aid is not given to 
meet ordinary living expenses, but 
is granted to meet any untoward 
emergency such as sickness, death, 
or other misfortune entailing special 
hardship. There is no fixed scale 
of allowance, and all applications

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jaws of the Russian pincers are open to 
flank attacks, Bogged down by muddy 
ground, either would have to fight the en- 
emy in his own territory and in his own 
chosen and prepared positions, And unless 
one arm or the other is halted soon, a 
more cruShing defeat than Stalingrad 
seems certain for the Nazis. 

There is nothing to suggest that in 
launching this gigantic two-pronged drive 
Moscow overestimated its resources of 
men and materials, and no hint has come 
that it is lacking in either. It set the stage, 
chose the time, and on both prongs its 
forces are driving ahead with persistence 
that bespeaks plenty of equipment and 
ample reserves crowding up behind the 
spearheads. 


On Saturday 107,000 buyers across 
Canada purchased Victory Bonds, to the 
amount of $82,000,000. That brought 
the sales’ total to $417,000.000 for the 
week. This is $17,000,000 more than the 
weekly average that must be maintained to 
reach the $1,200,000,000 objective in the 
three-week campaign period. ; 

The margin over the weekly quota 1s 
not spectacular, but it is substantial. 1 | 
the moral is that the buying pace must be 
held, the figures also give confidence that | 
the mark will be reached. Experience sug- | 

ests that in the early days of a campaign | 

uying is done mainly by those who had 
decided beforehand how many bonds they 
could purchase, and that the returns from | 
the canvass and the campaign publicity | 
become apparent later. There is reaSon to | 
hope therefore that the returns for the 
present week will be as satisfactory, or 
more satisfactory, both in the number of 
gales made and in the aggregate of sub- 
écriptions. 


A Guaranteed Market 


The new bacon agreement with Britain 
calls for a higher price but smaller deli- 
veries. Britain is to pay 75 cents per hun- 
dredweight more, but Crnada contracts to 
ship “only” an average of 450,000,000 
pounds per year over the next two years. 
During the present year the Dominion un- 
dertook to supply 675,000.000 pounds, but 
may fall short of the mark. 

‘There is no suggestion that Britain re- | 
duced its order because the higher price 
was sought for future deliveries. On the } 
contrary the reduction is attributed to a 
limited feed supply in Canada and doubts 
that the present scale of production at ex- 
port standards could be maintained. 

But as more hogs are at present being 
offered to the butchers than they have 
labor to handle for export purposes, the 
restrictions on slaughter for consumption 
jin Canada are to be eased for a time at 
least. Townsfolk will thus be able to buy | 
more pork, a welcome concession with cold 
weather coming on. Should this result in 
reduced demand for beef some of the lat- 
ter will be shipped oversea, which may 
go some way to make up for the lighter ex- 
port of bacon and hams. 

Since the new agreement is to run for 
two years, the farmers will have the advan- 
tage of being able to plan hog production 
for that period against a guaranteed de- 
mand at a set price. That is a highly im- 
portant consideration. And nothing is said 
about Britain being unwilling to take more 
than the 900,000,000 pounds if more is 
offered. The inference is rather the other | 
way.

Aluminum Curtailed 


The tieing-up of an aluminum plant at 
Shawinigan Falls is a far from inspiring 
spectacle when Canadian soldiers are fight- 
ing their way through mountain defiles in 
Italy and people all over the Dominion are 
digging into their pockets and bank ac- 
counts and pledging their future earnings 
to pay for aluminum and other war mat- 
erials. 

Officials place the loss from a two-day 
suspension of operations at a million and 
a half dollars, counting the delay and cost 
entailed by the cooling of the melting pots. 
But the money loss is less important than 
the stoppage of production of one of the 
metals without which planes cannot be 
built and some other kinds of equipment 
made. 

The strike seems to have come like a 
bolt from the blue, since the public have 
heard nothing about a tie-up being threat- 
ened or in prospect. In any case, action 
which must curtail the supply of so vital a 
material as aluminum could be justified 
on no conceivable ground at the present 
juncture, besides being a direct defiance of 
the wartime regulations. There must be 


some cause for the walk-out other than 
that given in the despatches, which say the 
men quilt aS a protest against a return to 


the winter schedule “which is slightly 
heavier than the summer schedule.” 
Canadians surely would not cut off the 


supply of so essential a war meta] just be- 
cause their occupation calls for ‘slightly’ 
harder work in winter than in summer 
Whose job doesn't? Certainly the “job” of 
the soldiers or of the airmen, or of the 
men who have to fight enemy submarines 
and the storms of the North Atlantic, is 
something more than “slightly heavier” in 
winter than it is in the season of balmy 
airs and long. pleasant days.

Daring Strategy 


The spearhead, Russian troops which 
crossed the Dnieper south of Kremenchug 
have penetrated the big bend area to Kri- 
voi Rog, 90 miles west and a little south 
of the industrial river-city of Dnepropet- 
rovsk, which has fallen to Red forces 
thrust across the river to the attack. 
Away to the south the southern arm of 
the Red pincers is thrusting west and south 
beyond Melitopol. 

Along the lower Dnieper and in the 
Crimea the enemy is estimated to have 
500,000 men. The entrapment and destruc- 
tion of this great force is the Russian ob- 
jective. Obviously it is a tremendous un- 
dertaking, for an army of a half-million 
men, mainly German, must take a lot of 
beating if they have not lost stamina 

_ The situation is one in which a major 
disaster could occw to either side. Both 


The taking of Dnepropetrovsk by 
storm is further evidence that the Rus- 
sians have plenty of manpower and 
“tools.” It suggests also that enemy mor- 
ale had been shaken by the encircling col- 
umn from the north cutting across the 
rear. The capture will stimulate Red army 
confidence in its leadership and its strik- 
ing power as did the successful defence of 
the key city on the Volga. 

As the Russians have the momentum 
and have kept going so long, the odds are 
in their favor. But it should not be over- 
looked that they are employing a daring 
strategy, with fearful consequences if it 
should fail. It was no push-over that Mar- 
shal Stalin assigned to the divisions he sent 
crashing in behind the Nazis at Dnepropet- 
rovsk, nor to those pushing west from 

Melitopol.

More bad news for Tojo. Secretary 
Knox announced that carriers are being 
built from which there can be launched the 
huge bombers which now have to take off 
from bases on land. Such news is not usu- 
ally given out until the work is so far ad- 
vanced that the enemy can not prepare to 
meet the new development in advance. 
Tokyo may reasonably suspect that some 
of these giant carriers are already in the 
Pacific ready to unleash their cargoes of 
long-distance block-buster toting bombers.

The sovereignty and independ- 
ence of Canada has existed since 
November 24, 1931, when the Statute 
of Westminster was enacted by the 
British House of Commons, 

Prior to that time, Canada was 
a subordinate nation, As the author 
of the Canadian Constitution, the 
Imperial parliament did possess 
fan unexercised authority over 
Canadian affairs, The Governor- 
General represented the British 
parliament and not the King, as he, 
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the Status of British Dominions 


does today. That meant that the 
representative of the British par- 
liament had to assent or withhold 
assent to or from Canadian legis- 
lation. 

But today the Governor-General 
speaks not for the British parlia- 
ment but for the Canadian King, 
who happens also to be King of 
England, 

The Statute of Westminster de- 
fined the British dominions as 
“autonomous communities , . . in 
no way subordinate... in any 
aspect of their domestic or forcign 
affairs, though united by a com- 
mon allegiance to the Crown and 
freely associated as members of 
the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions. Every self-governing 
member of the Empire is master of 
its destiny. In fact, if not always 
in form, it is subject to no more 
compulsion whatever.” 

This seems to be fairly conclu- 
sive of Canada’s sovereignty and 
independence, 

In conclusion, it should be noted 
that Canada was not at war when 
Britain went to war. Canada was 
only at war when she issued her 
own free and uncoerced declara- 
tion,

Possible Shift 
Summer Holidays 


Whether summer holidays for 
Alberta schools in 1944 will be 
during August and September, or 
whether the vacation period will 
revert to July and August, will be 
decided by returns of a question- 
naire now being circulated in the 
province by the department of 
education, it was learned Tues- 
day. 

Dr. G. Fred McNally, deputy min- 
ister of education, said forms sur- 
veying the result of the extended 
summer holiday just concluded are 
now out in various centres of the 
province, for completion and re- 
turn. “We want to determine as 
accurately as possible whether or 
not any benefit was secured from 
pupils who would otherwise have 
been going to school,” the deputy 
minister added. 

The survey forms are in five sec- 
tions, 
between the ages of 13 and 16. It 
asks how many were engaged in 
farm work and in gainful employ- 
ment other than farming, during the 
period between Sept. 1 and Oct. 10. 


TO MAKE DECISION 

From -the forms returned, the de- 
partment of education will decide 
whether or not to revert summer 
holidays to their former months of 
July and August. 

It was pointed out some time ago 


by Hon. Solon E. Low, minister of 
education, that ay change in the 


school holiday period would have to! 


be made by Act of the Provincial 
Legislature. Results of the present 
survey, if indicative of desirability 
of a switch in present arrange- 
ments, would be embodied 
amendment to the School Act, 
submitted at next sitting of 
Legislature, which will probably 
open in February.

“Today the threat to western 
agriculture is greater than ever, 
because as the result of adverse 
decisions on the debt legislation 
of the three prairie provinces, the 
farmer has been virtually left 
without any protection,” said Mr. 
Maynard. | 
It was for the purpose of meet- 

{ng this threat that the govern- 
ments and farm organizations of 
the three prairie provinces met in 
Saskatoon in 1942 and unanimously 
agreed on the principles required 
for the basis of adjustment of farm 
debts, he continued, 

Mr. Maynard summarized provis- 
jons of the recently-amended Farm- 
ers’ Creditors’ Arrangement Act 
and the Debtors’ Assistance Act 
passed at the 1943 session of the 
Alberta legislature 

The complete address follows: } 
The western farmer today holds 

one of the key positions in United 
Nations war strategy. On him falls 
the burden of providing ever-in- 
creasing supplies of wheat, feed 
grains, butter, cheese, milk, eggs 
bacon, beef and hides to swell the 
total requirements of the United 
Nations in their battle for exist- 
ence, 

Every bushel of wheat, every hog 
or beef carcass, every cow and 
chicken on the farm ioday is a di 
rect contribution to victory Any 
jet-down in the volume of food- 
stuffs which Canada is committed 
to provide is a direct threat to the 
successful prosecution of the war. 


ACCEPTS ASSIGNMENT 

The western farmer has accepted 
his assignment to produce food 
with a will. He has watched his 
sons leave for active service on the 


hattlefronts of the world. His girl 
are leaving him for service with 
the- auxiliary forces and for war 
work in industrial plants. He and 


his wife are, in thousands of cases 
left to carry on alone, for hired la

Because this war means some

But when the farmers borrowed

The farmer grows wheat and 
other food stuffs. He does not grow 
dollars, but his debt obligations 
have to be paid in dollars. That
